The 
machinery tor placing the gun in the furnace, 
of putting it on the anvil, of turning, cutting 
and hammering, are so complete, that it is mov- 
ed with a precision and facility truly astonish- 
ing. Cast iron guns of this sire, and larger, are 
ftequently made, but no attempt, we believe has 
ever before been made to make a gun of this size 
from wrought iron. It is calculated that the 
strength and power of this piece when finished, 
will carry a ball of one-third greater weight, and 
one-fourth increased distance, than the best cast 
iron gun. 
We have before given an account 


of a steam-boat shaft forged at this foundry, and 
it is a source of satisfaction that we are no long- 
er compelled to resort to the workshops of Europe, 
or to cast iron, tor any work of this description 
even of the largest character.

The father was tak- 
en sick on Wednesday last, but from ignorance 
of the symptoms ot the disease, did not call in 
medical aid until it was ineffectual—the mother, 
through fear and obstinacy shared the fate of the 
partner of her bosom—and on Sunday last the 
white plumes of a hearse nodded over a coffin 
containing two young and beautiful girls, who 
had died in a wild embrace, far away from the 
home they had left, with glowing anticipations 
ot the future.

who has seen some ten summers, remains,like an 
insolated chimney that tells of the destruction of 
the house, to weep at the loss of those near and 
dear to him; but we are happy ttf state that the 
little fellow has been taken into the cabin of one 
of the packet ships at our levee, tbe captain of 
which will place him in the hands of affluent rel- 
atives.

machinery tor placing the gun in the furnace, 
f putting it on the anvil, of turning, cutting 
nd hammering, are so complete, that it is mov- 
d with a precision and facility truly astonish- 
ng. Cast iron guns of this size, and larger, are 
lequently made, but no attempt, we believe has 
ver before been made to make a gun of this size 
rorn wrought iron. It is calculated that the 
trength and power of this piece when finished, 
will carry a ball of one-third greater weight, and 
ne-fourth increased distance, than the best cast 
ron gun. We have before given an account 
f a steam-boat shaft forged at this foundry, and 
t is a source of satisfaction that we are no long- 
r compelled to resort to the workshops of Europe, 
r to cast iron, tor any work of this description 
ven of the largest'character.
